Ex-Senator 
George 
Turner, 
of 


Seattle, Washington, while on a visit 
to the National Capital, prophesied a 


<billion-bushel chop and $2 a bushel 
for wheat this year if war in Eu­ 
rope continues. 
“If the war 
con­ 
tinues,” said Mr. Turner, “I believe 
the country will demand the reelec­ 
tion of the President; if it should 
jend this fall, prosperity that is at 
hand will insure Democratic victory 
next year beyond a doubt.'*’ Appar­ 
ently there is absolutely no escape. 
Having 
honestly ascribed 
the pre­ 
sent and future prosperity-in-spoti 
to the war and the bumper wheat 
crop, 
he baek-tracks, 
and 
adds: 
“There is not much doing in the lum­ 
ber line, due to the war.” 
The ex­ 
senator plays both ends against tile 
middle. 
Up to date every rainbow 
of promise painted for the purpose 
of dispelling the blue gloom of the 
Administration has been the work of 
some 
impressionistic 
artist 
who 
sports the black eye of defeat. 
Im­ 
pressionism was once defined by a 
celebrated painted to be “painting 
things as they ain’t.” 
The definition 
is applicable in thi- instance. 


Caused Disappointment 


There is keen disappointment over 
the new British note. 
Delayed for 
four months, and then withheld for a 
postcript, 
because 
the 
American 
Eagle showed his claws, this docu­

to do some­ 
thing and the demand is increasing 
for the convening of Congress. 
The official figures are coming out 
showing that while the war is boom­ 
ing some lines of American produc­ 
tion, it is blighting other branches of 
industry. Thus a gain of $22,000,000 
in eleven months in automobiles sold 
abroad is offset by a loss of $21,- 
000,000 in agricultural implements 
A gain of $11,000,000 iii metal work­ 
ing machinery is contrasted with a 
loss of $40,000,000 in copper manu­ 
factures. 
A gain of $21,500,OOO in 
sole leather and shoes is offset by ; 
loss of $50,000,000 in lumber pro­ 
ducts. 
Now these losses arc due iii part 
to the effect of war on demand, hut 
iii still larger part to the effect oi 
the illegal, 
long-distance blockade 
no American exports. And here's the 
rub. 


Was it Intentional? 


In March 
1015, the

Brownsville, Texas, August 9.— 


Three United States soldiers and 
fifteen to twenty Mexicans are 're- 
ported to have been wounded in a 
battle today at Norias ranch. 


Harlingen, Texas, Aug. 9.-r-Rein- 


forcement consisting 
of 35 United 


States soldiers and 12 civilians were 
rushed from here early today to the 
Norias ranch, in Cameron county,' 
where five Americans were reported 
wounded and six Mexican outlaws 
were said to have been killed 
or 


wounded in a battle last night Be- 
tween United States troops, Texas 
rangers and American ranchman on 
one side and Mexican bandits on the 
other. Rumor says that at least 20Q 
Mexicans were in the attacking 
party. The 14 ranchmen defended 
the house until late last night and 
the surviving Mexicans withdrew. 


All this section of Texas is in 


terror as a result of the frequent 
Mexican raids and many trains have 
been stopped and business practical- 
ly suspended throughout the threat- 
ened territory. 


Sheriff Baker of Hidalgo county is 


reported as saying that 300 Mexi- 
cans have crossed the Bio Grande, 
and are traveling over near Hidalfo 
county in parties of threes and fours 
apparently making 
their way to 


some meeting point. 


Bandits early Sunday had raided 


the Norias ranch and driven away 
fifty horses and taken a quantity of 
provisions and several rifles. Late 
in the afternoon the Mexicans re- 
turned to the ranch and a pitched 
battle was begun the fourteen Amer- 
icans barricading themselves in the 
ranch house. Then they telephoned 
to Sarita, Brownsville and Kingsville 
for help, before the Mexicans cut the 


A special train was started from 


Sarita, carrying fifteen volunteers 
to aid the ranchers. Sarita is forty 
miles north of Norias. A special 
train with United States troops and 
state officers also was sent 
from 


Brownsville. 


Four companies of United States 


infantry are being rushed 
to the 


scene from 'Fort Mclntosh, near 
Laredo, Tex. 
Among those who 


went on the first trip made by the 
special train were Henry Hntchins, 
adjutant general of Texas; J. M% 
Fox, captain of the Texas Rangers; 
5 members of the Ranger force, and- 
Shriff Vann of Brownsville.

The object was to teach 
women how to farm—to take the 
place of men who have left the plow 
toj.shouldcr the rifle. 


The opening day of 
the 
"farm 


school" found a buxom Jersey cow 
complacently grazing on the short 
cropped and well tended grass un- 
der the aristocratic 
windows of 


Carlton House Terrace. A resplend- 
ent rooster, perched on a balustrade, 
watched over a bevy of fussy hens 
scratching in the gravel of the drive- 
way. Nearby, not far 
down the 


drive, stood a team of heavy foot- 
e(J draft horses hitched to a vehicle 
thiit looked suspiciously like^an Am- 
erican hayrack. 
A ton of hay lay 


nearby waiting for some one to 
conic along and pitch it. Likewise a 
half dozen of shiny milkpails and a 
huge milk can were waiting for the 
milkmaids to begin on the Jersey 
cow'. 


A churn on the lawn of Carlton 


House evidenced what the milk was 
coming to.
